Growing Youths Should 
Eliminate Excessive 
Strain in Sports 


SEE in my morning paper that 
our school board has discon- 
tinued football in our Junior 


High schools. Their reason for 
doing so was for 


the sake of 
economy and 
because very 
few students 
were benefit- 
ted. I wish 
they had 
gone further 
and discon- 
tinued all 
competitive 
sports among 
younger stu- 
dents. The 
growing boy 
or girl he- 
HW tween the 
ages of 13 
and 17should 
not be al- 
lcwed to take part in competi- 
tive sports. They should have 
exercise and supervised play. 
They need to have physical 
training, but to be dllowed in a 
game that has a definite time of 
hard effort and strain is very 
likely to be injurious. 


DR. CHRISMAN 


YT THAT age the heart and 

lungs are not developed. All 
the muscles of the body are only 
srowing. They are soft and loose. 
The bones are growing rapidly. 
The heads of the long bones 
have not become attached firm- 
ly to thé main shaft and are 
easily displaced. Once so dis- 
placed to any great degree they 
may never be attached where 
they should be. The muscles may 
not be as long as the bones or 
may be longer. Hence the boy 
and girl of that age are awk- 
ward and clumsy. They fall over 
their own feet and are all arms 
and legs. Their co-ordination or 
adjustment of one set of muscles 
with another set of the same 
arm or leg are not equalized and 
they don't always move in uni- 
son. Consequently they stumble 
and“bump into the furniture or 
anything that is in their imme- 
diate vicinity. . 

UNNING and jumping and all 
: kinds of play for the sake of 
play is right and necessary be- 
cause that is the only way that 
the muscles can become strong 
and pliable and trained to act 
each with the other. But if chil- 
dren are only playing they will 
stop when tired and no harm

Some- 
times the heart is too large or 
too small.

N EXAMINING boys and girls 
of that age, I very frequently 
find one or more valves of the 
heart not closing properly and 
we have a leak or murmur I do 
not say they have heart disease 
and pronounce them invalids. 1 
enly advise that they play more 
easily and do not overdo. The 
family is assured that they will 
be all right as they grow older. 
They don’t outgrow the trouble. 
They simply grow up and fill up. 
Prolonged strain may dilate this 
kind of heart and permanent 
damage can be done. 
~LSO the muscles of the ab- 
domen are undeveloped and 
strain may cause a rupture that 
would have prevented ufder or- 
dinary circumstances. In college 
those who go out for competitive 
sports are usually carefully ex- 
amined, but very often nof care- 
fully enough. In high schools 
they are seldom examined at all 
anatomically.

F YOUR boy or girl want to 
go ,into athletics have your 
famiiy physician go over them 
carefully and say what they can 
or cannot do.

ANSWER: First and last, be 
careful! Open blisters gently, 
press out serum and use anti- 
septics with healing ointments.

Get a 
combination last and refuse to 
buy a shoe that slips. Change 
Your shoes as often as possible. 
Paint the heels with iodine mix- 
ture to keep flesh pliable from 
bone. Use adhesive plaster when 
necessary, putting a thin layer 
of cotton under it where the 
rub comes.

Tasty Dishes for Today 


DELICIOUS CORN 
GOOD MEAL TIP 


NE of the summer vegetables 

that homemakers watch for 
most eagerly is green corn. After 
the generous - sized ears with 
their full, tender kernels make 
their appearance, corn-on-the- 
cob is apt to be a frequent feat- 
ure on dinner ‘menus for the rest 
of the summer. On the cob is the 
inmost popular way of cooking it, 
bul if you dislike the messiness 
of serving it on the cars all the 
time, try some other corn dishes 
and serve them often. 

Cut the succulent kernels from 
the cob and cook them in other 
food combinations that keep the 
distinctive and appealing corn 
flavor. I have alot of suggestions 
today for souffies, casserole dish- 
es and sandwiches that may be 
used as interesting luncheon and 
supper ‘‘main courses.” 


Corn Sandwiches 


Corn makes the filling far the 
hot sandwich that ‘‘just hits the 
spot” in the first menu. Cut 
enough fresh corn from the cob 
to make two full cups. Put into 
a saucepan with one-half cup 
cream, .two tablespoons finely 
chopped green pepper, one-half 
teaspoon salt and one-fourth 
teaspoon white pepper. Simmer 
slewly until the liquid is reduced 
to about half, Prepare about four 
slices of toast and butter them 
and keep warm for a few min- 
utes. Take about twelve large 
green olives, wrap each one in a 
strip of bacon and fasten with 
toothpicks. Place in a shallow 
pan and. put under the broiler 
until crisp, turning once during 
the process. Spread the hot corn 
mixture over the toast and gar- 
nish with the. bacon and olives 
and sprigs of parsley. This recipe 
serves four. 

Another corn sandwich that 
you will enjoy after the theater 
for a quick, filling supper sand- 
wich is the following: Work one 
cup of grated yellow cheese, one 
tablespoon of milk, one well 
beaten egg, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon mus- 
tard and one-fourtn teaspoon 
baking powder to a paste. Add 
one-half cup of grated fresh 
corn, Spread the mixture on 
slices of buttered toast place a 
strip of bacon on each one and 
put under the broiler until it 
becomes brown and puffy. Serve 
immediately with pickles and a 
hot or cold drink. 


Corn and Shtimp Pie 

Corn and shrimp pie is one ot 
those dishes that constitutes an 
entire meal. Beat two eggs until 
light and add to two cups of 
drained fresh corn or canned 
whole - kernel corn. Add two 
tablespoons melted butter, two- 
thirds cup milk, one cup of fresh 
or,canned shrimp, one teaspoon 
salt, one-half. teaspoon pepper. 
one-eighth teaspoon mace and 
one tablespoon onion juice. Mix 
well, put into a greased casserole 
and cover with rich biscuit 
dough, Put into a hot oven for 
ten: minutes, then reduce the 
heat and bake for twenty - five 
minutes longer. ‘This will make 
six servings. Incidentally, left- 
over chicken may be uSed in- 
stead of the shrimp. In that case 
I like to add a few thinly sliced 
mushrooms and a dash of papri- 
ka for seasoning.

Whenever you serve fried 
or broiled chicken be sare that 
it is accompanied by golden, 
crispy corn fritters, To make 
them from fresh corn, beat an 
egg until frothy. add one cup of 
grated fresh corn, one-half cun 
rolled cracker crumbs, one-half 
teaspoon baking powder, onc- 
half teaspoon salt and a dagh of 
Pepper. Mix well and drop hy 
spoonfuls into deep. hot fat. 
Drain on brown paper and serve 
while hot on the platter of 
chicken. This amount makes ten 
fritters.

A Psychiatrist Who 
Saved Thaw ... Joseph 


Keenan, Foe of Rackets 


URIED in the columns of a 
newspaper recently was an 
item which alleged that Harry 
Thaw and his former wife, Eve- 
lyr. Nesbit, might get together 
again. Whether these two figures 


in a case which gained interna- 
tional prominence years ago, will 
do this, is a matter of conjecture. 
However, thoughts of Harry 
Thaw bring to mind the name 
of Dr. Smith Ely Jelliffe, famous 
neurologist, who got nothing for 
saving Thay’s life. 

The period of twenty-five 
years since Dr. Jelliffe testified 
fot Harry Thaw reveals strange 
inconsistencies and groping un- 
certainties in the science of 
psychiatry. Dr. Jelliffe recently 
instituted suit for $10,000 against 
Thaw for “services rendered.” 
Dr. Jelliffe has his own ideas on 
psychiatry. He says: “So far as 
medicine is concerned, there is 
no such thing as insanity. In- 
sanity is sometimes referred to 
as a disease of the ming. An ab- 
surdity. What is the mind? It 
does not matter.” 

Dr. Jelliffe was an early 
Freudian, and his studies and 
observations have denoted an 
open-minded scientific attitude 
toward the latest research. He 
was hospitable towards Beha- 
viorism and has projected some 
fascinating inquiries in this field. 
As an example, there was Irving 
Berlin’s mother’s heart. Before 
the Society of Clinical Psychi- 
atry in 1928, Dr. Jelliffe suggest- 
ed that the songwriter’s mother 
might have had a_ syncopated 
heart veat. which, through pre- 
natal conditioning, induced her 
son's proficiency in jazz music. 

An astonished physician in 
the audience arose to remark: 
“This. is astounding. I know 
that she suffered from just that 
kind of a heart beat.” Dr Jel- 
liffe and other physicians stud- 
ied the rhythm of “Alexander’s 
Ragtime Band” and found that 
the kick was just the same as 
that cf a bad heart. Similarly, 
this condition was found to be 
tru: of “Waiting for the Robert 
E. Lee.” ‘ 

It all sounds a bit confusing, 
but Dr. Jelliffe has a way of 
making his findings jibe with le- 
ralistic requirements. Now at 70 
years of age, he is still at it, try- 
ing to set forth the mental irre- 
sponsibilities of Joseph W. Har- 
riman, the banker, 

For years Dr. Jelliffe was pro- 
fessor of psychiatry at Fordham 
University. Always an indefatig- 
able student, investigator and 
writer on the. subject, of neurosis, 
he has written a fabulous num- 
ber of books and built up an in- 
ternational reputation. 

*» * * 

RACKETEERS still seem to be 

with us. Each day the news- 
Papers report a new kidnaping, 
or some other atrocious crime. 
Before Prohibition the organized 
racketeers were sporadic pests. 
They didn’t actually become a 
national menace until the half- 
secret business of dealing in 
Hquor and beer became their 
chief field of operation and en- 
abled them to transform crime 
into a vested interest before 
which honest citizens retreated 
and into which vicious officials 
plunged for their share of the 
easy money. 

Now we have a man who 
médns to throw a monkey 
wrench into their machinery. He 
is Joseph B. Keenan, a hefty, 
square-jawed, fighting Cleveland 
lawyer who was recently ap- 
pointed special assistant United 
States Attorney-General. He has 
had experience dealing with all 
types of lawbreakers. In 1919, 
he led the big Cleveland elean- 
up as special assistant to Ohio’s 
Attorney-General. 

Mr. Keenan was born in Paw- 
tucket, Rhode Island, was grad- 
uated by Brown and Harvard 
Univepsities, and is now 45 yeafs 
old. He beliéves there are many 
less obvious aspects of racketeer- 
ing than the overt atts of the 


gunmen. He hints that some 
members of his own pipe jon 
may be flushed here ara there, 


as they beat the underbrush. His 
method is to trail and bag. the 
remote and shadowy leaders, 
along wath their War chests. 

Fighti stems ‘to ‘be ‘ixj. his 
blood, for he served as @ cavalry- 
mah on the Mexican border and 
as a lieutenant of artillery in the 
World War. He was cited for 
bravery by General Pershing and 
for meritorious service by the 
French high command.
